When people talk about the 
nation’s 
crim e problem, 
it’s 
usually in personal term s—the 
chances of being mugged on the 
street or having your home 
burglarized or your car stolen. 
In 
term s 
of 
sheer dollar 
volume, however, one of the 


worst areas of crim e is large- 
scale w aterfront theft. This is 
nowhere better exemplified than 
in the experiences of the Port of 
New 
York-New 
Jersey, 
the 
richest and busiest harbor in the 
world. 
Nearly 
20,000 
ocean-going 
vessels sailed in or out of the 
port last year—an average of 
one every 28 minutes—hauling 
cargo 
w orth 
$30 
billion. 
Ironically, while the advent of 
sealed, prepacked cargo con­ 
tain ers 
had 
m ade 
p etty 
pilferage alm ost a thing of the 
past, 
it 
has 
also 
attracted 
thieves with bigger things in 
mind, reports The Compass, a 
publication 
of 
MOAC, 
the 
nation’s 
largest 
com m ercial 
m arine insurance company. 
In 
N ovem ber 
1968, 
for 
example, an entire container 
with $32,000 worth of ham s was 
stolen from a term inal at Port 
Newark-Elizabeth, the largest 
of the New York-New Jersey 
complexes, 
and 
shortly 
af­ 
terw ard a container with $60,000 
worth of Scotch whisky disap­ 
peared. In all, 25 containers 
were reported stolen in 1967, 41 
in 1968, 50 in 1969 and 67 in 1970, 
some bearing cargo worth as 
much as $130,000. 
The W aterfront Commission 
of New York, a quasi-public law 
enforcement 
authority, 
held 
hearings on the problem and 
placed the blame squarely on 
the 
cargo-handling 
industry 
itself on a num ber of counts. 
These included failing to sign

complaints 
against 
thieves,

adequate physical facilities to 
protect cargo and failing to 
report losses accurately.

With no police powers but with

Vice President Spiro Agnew, 
convicted of income tax evasion 
in 1973, has sought a presidential 
pardon from tlie man wlio suc­ 
ceeded him, Gerald Ford.

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — Some laws have most curious 
side effects not anticipated by those who pushed them. Scien­ 
tists now see the strong possibility that regulations limiting 
automobile emissions, ineptly as they were written, are spurr­ 
ing approaches that in the long run will lead to more efficient 
engines and more miles per hour, once the present thrashing 
about comes to an end. 
Even more significant is the coming managerial revolution 
indirectly resulting from the fair employment rules set by 
Congress to assure against discrimination in the hiring of 
women, blacks, Hispano Americans and other minorities. 
The connection is roundabout but clear, as the following 
analysis by the personnel director of one of America’s largest 
companies illustrates. 
What the fair employment rules forced us to do, he said, was 
to look at the requirements we’d laid down for each job in the 
company. 
We had always assumed that our salesmen must have strong 
technical backgrounds — and we had for years hired accor­ 
dingly. But our new tests revealed this was not right. What we 
should have been hiring were men and women good at selling 
— never mind their technical know-how; we could give this 
training once hired. Sales ability was more important by far. 
The requirement which led to the hiring of greater numbers 
of women and blacks made it necessary, in turn, for us to take 
a new look at our supervisors. For the new hiring policies put 
strains on men used to dealing in the old ways. 
We learned here, too, that our old concepts on what went 
into making a first-rate foreman were almost 180 degrees off. 
We’re not certain yet what the ideal is; but we know the old 
theories are wrong. We’re not working on tests to discover 
what we do want. 
That’s only the beginning. Our look into lower management 
led us to look straight up the line to the top. And here again we 
found some things that could radically change the way we and 
other companies go about business. 
There’s been a great deal of talk about productivity, the 
need for advanced machines and constant research into new 
processes. Technology has been sold as the key to meeting 
competition and to making those productivity gains which are 
the secret of a constantly advancing standard of living. 
We discovered, as we already knew, that these technological 
advances are important. But we found that major increases in 
productivity, more often than not, are the result of managerial 
decisions made by the top men of the company in the selection 
and mix of products, in organization, in the handling of the 
work force, rather than from the introduction of new, more ef­ 
ficient machinery. 
In these studies by one company and another it has been dis­ 
covered, in fact, that the great productivity gains in the future 
in many fields likely lie in finding a new breed of managers — 
whose characteristics are as yet not clearly known — who will 
make revolutionary changes in the manufacturing and dis­ 
tribution process. This will involve technological changes, of 
course. But it will involve, even more, changes in the concept 
of what companies buy and what they produce themselves, the 
organization of their suppliers, and of the parent company 
itself, how they sell, distribute and service the products 
they’re concerned with, whether those products are goods or 
services. 
The companies involved don’t themselves know where 
they're going. They only know they’ve got to look at the in­ 
nards of their firms and start remodeling from the bottom. 
Some of these changes will be traumatic. A goodly number of 
firms may not survive in the competition.

You real­ 
ly didn’t say whether you had 
gas pains before surgery or 
not. Gas pains are not a 
reliable sign of gall bladder 
disease at all. Often the gas 
pains are part of an irritable 
or spastic colon or they can be 
associated with a hiatal her­ 
nia. When an X ray is taken it 
may show gall stones. 
The conclusion is made then 
that the stones and the symp­ 
toms are related. In reality 
this may not be the case. Then 
if the gall bladder is removed 
and the gas was associated 
with an irritable colon, ob­ 
viously the operation does not 
remove the gas problem. 
I am certain that your gall 
bladder is out. Your story 
sounds like a spasm in the in­ 
testinal tract that traps the 
gas. When the spasm is reliev­ 
ed the gas pain is relieved. 
There are many reasons for 
this problem, but I would 
suggest that you eliminate all 
milk products for a couple of 
weeks and see if that helps. 
Intolerance to milk is par­ 
ticularly apt to occur after 
surgery, and this may be a 
temporary situation.

Scientists seek to teach

NEW HAVEN, Conn. (AP) - 
Scientists at Yale University 
are trying to teach a computer 
to read so that ultimately they 
may be able to produce com­ 
puters that can read whatever 
people can.

Schank, a Yale professor who 
heads the Artificial Intelligence 
computer project. 
He hopes that by producing a 
computer that can read, he will 
be able to obtain a better un­ 
derstanding of the human read­ 
ing process. 
Robert Wilensky, a research­ 
er working on the project at 
Yale’s computer science de­ 
partment, says the first things 
given to the computers were 
simple stones composed by the 
researchers. From there, re­ 
searchers fed the computers 
accident reports taken from 


n ew spapers. 
The computer is able to an­ 
swer questions about the re­ 
ports, make inferences based 
on report data and retell the re­ 
port 
"in 
its 
own 
words,” 
Wilensky says. 
"We picked accident reports 
because they have a rather 
fixed structure,” he adds. 


Schank also says knowing 
how a computer reads may 
teach researchers about how 
children read, thus possibly 
producing better ways of in­ 
structing them.

It’s called the "Good News 
Bible” and combines a fresh 
translation of the Old Testa­ 
ment with the New Testament, 
which had been rendered ear­

in 
similar

with 
record-breaking success 
The finished book seeks to 
put the Scriptures "in the natu­ 
ral, modern English of every­ 
day conversation,” says the 
American Bible Society, which 
carried out the project. 
Here are some samples from 
the new translation, subtitled

Version," 
compared with passages from 
the

most 
broadly 
used "Revised Standard Ver­ 
sion": 
(RSV) Genesis 1:1-2: "In the 
beginning, 
God 
created

void, and darkness was upon 
the face of the waters. " 
(TEV) 
"In the beginning, 
when God created the universe, 
the earth was formless and des­ 
olate. The raging ocean that 
covered 
everything was 
en­ 
gulfed in total darkness, and 
the power of God was moving 
over the water.” 
(RSV) Exodus 23:6-7: "You 
shall not pervert the justice due 
to your poor in his suit. Keep 
far from a false charge, and do 
not slay the innocent and right­ 
eous, for I will not acquit the 
wicked.” 
(TEV) "Do not deny justice 
to a poor man when he appears 
in court. Do not make false ac­ 
cusations, and do not put an in­ 
nocent person to death, for I 
will condemn anyone who does 


such an evil thing.”

The new translation, one of 
several that have come out in 
recent 
times 
reflecting 
in­ 
creased knowledge of Biblical 
history and languages, is not 
intended to replace standard 
English versions. 


Rather, it is meant to attract 
new readers and to reach those 
"who find the standard ver­ 
sions too difficult to read and 
understand,' the society says. 
In 
that 
objective, 
the 
society’s previously published 
New Testament version, some­ 
times called “Good News for 
Modern Man,” has become a 


top best-seller, its circulation 
totaling more than 50 million 
since it first came out in 1966. 
The Rev. Dr Robert G. Brat­ 
cher, a society researcher who 
translated the New Testament, 
headed a team of seven trans­ 
lators who turned out the Old 
Testament, with reviewing as­ 
sistance from numerous schol­ 
ars. 
The new translation, made 
from the ancient Hebrew texts, 
is called a "dynamic-equiva­ 
lent” rendering. That means 
:he effort was not to reproduce 
he text 
“word-for-word" 
in 
English, but rather to repro- 
luce it “meaning-for-meaning.” 
It aims in each passage "for 
he closest, natural equivalent 
¡n modern English that ex­ 
presses the same meaning” as 
conveyed in the original context 
of language and culture, the 
society says.

Fur industry spokesmen de­ 
scribe the high price of raccoon 
furs with such adjectives as 
"astounding, 
ridiculous’’ and 
"shocking,” but concede that 
fasion dictates what sells, even 
at high prices. 


Raccoon furs have a dressy, 
casual look considered stylish, 
fashionable with blue jeans, 
boots and a bulky sweater for 
women, and on men’s coats. 
Conservation officials say the 
raccoon is a highly adaptable 
animal, and it's unlikely it can 
be wiped out in one season. 
Fur companies also are urg­ 
ing hunters and trappers to 
practice restraint. “Take one 
and leave one," is the sug­ 
gested rule of thumb.

JEFFERSON CITY - The 
state 
Supreme 
Court’s 
developing computer will be 
receiving information from all 
judicial circuits by mid-1977, 
but some think the computer 
will be overwhelmed by the 
increased number of records 
required by the new judicial 
article. 
Funded 
by 
the 
federal 
government and in operation 
since July 1975, the computer 
system 
is 
gathering 
information from about 85 
counties. All others will be 
required to supply the same 
types of information by mid- 
1977, 
says 
George Sisco, 
director of the Statewide 
Judicial Information System. 
The computer in part was 
designed 
to 
help 
judges 
recognize 
where 
case 
backlogs 
exist 
so 
that 
personnel can be shifted from 
one circuit to another to 
handle the problem. 
Even though the computer 
is caDable of handling all 


records received in 1977, a 
huge increase in the number 
of cases that must be filed 
under the new judicial article 
will be too much for the 
present system, said Robert 
Kramer, director of data 
processing for the Kansas City 
judicial 
circuit. 
The 
new 
judicial article will take effect 
on Jan. 2,1979. 
Under 
the 
article, 
all 
magistrate court judges will 
become associate circuit court 
judges and their records will 
have to be recorded by a court 
reporter, as the circuit court 
records are now. Magistrate 
courts 
are 
not 
now 
so 
recorded. 
“The increase of caseload 
will be seven to 10 times what 
it is now when the act takes 
effect,” Kramer said. “I have 
apprehension if our computer 
will be able to handle the 
volume or if the Supreme 
Court will.” 
Along with the high court’s 
computer, 
one 
satellite 
computer exists in Kansas 
City and another in St. Louis. 
“There is no information 
about what the magistrates 


are doing. Each magistrate 
here is separate and distinct. 
This act kind of throws a 
monkey 
wrench 
into 
the 
system. No one knows its 
effect,” Kramer said. 
Sisco disagrees. He says the 
present size of the computer 
will be expanded to meet the 
growing demand. While the 
satellite computers in the 
years to come will continue to 
serve their local circuits, the 
Supreme Court computer will 
be collecting information from 
all the circuit courts, as well 
as the three courts of appeals. 
The idea to centralize and 
make 
more 
efficient 
the 
system began in 1974 when the 
state adopted a manual record 
keeping system whereby all 
circuits 
were to 
fill 
out 
uniform forms and submit 
them to the Supreme Court. 
Before 
reports 
were 
required, judges did not know 
how many cases they had 
tried in a given year or even 
how many cases were pending 
oetore tnem. They submitted 
one report per year, Sisco 
said, and each circuit defined 
terms like “pending Cases” in 


its own way. 
The computer system in 
part 
was 
designed 
to 
“eliminate the 115 different 
record keeping systems that 
existed in the 115 counties in 
1974,” Sisco says. 
In 1975 the computer was 
installed in the basement of 
Supreme Court building and 
the manual system provided a 
smooth 
transition 
to 
the 
computer system, Sisco said. 
When 
the 
com puter 
becomes fully operational in 
1977, 
it will process 
the 
manual reports and develop 
ca selo a d 
com parisons 
between the circuits along 
with revealing other internal 
differences. 
At present, Sisco says, no 
information exists about how 
many cases are outstanding in 
any circuit or how many were 
tried last month by the state 
as a whole. 
“With the computer we will 
be able 
to 
look 
at 
the 
information 
systematically 
instead of guessing,” Sisco 
said. 
Uncertainty about where 
problems exist recently was 


expressed by Chief Justice 
Robert E. Seiler. He said there 
were more than 110,000 new 
cases filed in the circuit courts 
by fiscal year 1975, but no 
system 
of analysis 
was 
available to find the backlogs. 
The 
Supreme 
Court’s 
present computer will be paid 
for by April 1977, Sisco says. 
At that time the state may 
begin to assume some of the 
financial burden 
and add 
more storage capacity to the 
system in anticipation of the 
increased 
information 
required by the new judicial 
article. 
The presiding judge of each 
circuit also will become a 
manager when the new article 
becomes effective, and with 
the computer information he 
should be better able to decide 
where shifts need to be made 
to 
handle 
in creasin g 
workloads.

The six columns are all that remain of the original 
church building at N New Madrid and Harris St A fire, 
of unknown origin, struck the church in the early mor­ 
ning hours of March 23. 1968, and four hours later the 
structure was a smoldering ruin. The columns, today, 
stand mute testimony to the courage and determination 
of the Methodist congregation and the compassion of 
Sikeston residents in pitching in during a time of tragedy.
